It was demaastrated 
to the satisfaction of the department 
that this method of shipment frequently 
obtained a better priee for the prodncer 
aad a fresher article for the consuniei 
Tt is stnteil further that tho jiarrel 
post is uf particular value to tho uian 
whose flo<'k was too small or who lives 
too far from expreaa aervlee to permit 
liiin to ship his oggs iB reg«la|L eoni 
TMiTcial cases. 

In the course of the experiments 
which extended over a period of Ave 
months, the department shipped (),4t)ti 
liUs bv mail from various points under 
varying ctfaditions and in different 
ty|tes of eoBtaiaers. Of theso-827, or 
slightly lesa thaa 3.8 per eeat., were 
broken, but only 209, or a little less 
than .'!.(! per cent., were broken, but only 
L'OD, or a little leu than 2 J per cent., 
were absolntHy wasted. The other 
though broken, could still be useil. The 
percentage of breakn^re will be greatly 
reduceii when |>ostul employes become 
more accustomed to handlieag such fra- 
gile matter.

Ill the Monte Bello islands domestic 
cats have most unfortunately been In- 
troduced, which do luucli damage 
amongst the wallabies, and have ox- 
terminated the bandicoot. The cats 
thrive exceedingly wln>rever they are 
introduced, growing to great eiio. 
They soon become wild and cunning, 
and breed fast. It may be safely aald 
that these animals are doing more 
damage than anything else to the na- 
tive taana of the Australian ragton; 
indeed, tha same remaika apply to 
tha greater part of the world. Cats 
ara carried dimost universally on 
small trading sbipa. with tha Idea that 
thay keep down rats. When they be- 
ooma too numerous or otherwise ob- 
jectionable, they are stmply marooned, 
for to kill a cat Is considered among 
the sailors as most unlucky. . 

The black rat Is another Introduced 
specie* which does great hann. The 
aniiuul Is found universally over tbe 
Monte Bello group, even on the small 
outlying Isletn. which are never vis- 
ited, on which it occurs most abun- 
dantly. Ite preaence is attributed to 
a schooner which wss wrecked some 
twelve years sgo, for it is well known 
that tils rat la a good swlamar. It 
is curious to ftod that thla animal, 
which is now so rsre In ite native 
countrtee as to be looked upon as a 
great curiosity, should usially /be one 
of the first species to Ktpalato new 
lauds where it is comparatively free 
from competition.
